A FEW SUGGESTIONS. 


We realize that it is unusual for the selectmen to make any ex- 
planation or recommendation about the town business in the annual 
report to the voters. But we believe that if there is anything that can 
be done to aid the voters to have a better idea of what they wish to 
vote for at the annual meeting, it should.be done, and with the 
‘hope that this may do some good, we are inserting this. : 
We are inserting also a table comparing the tax, and average 


* 
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inventory values of the live stock, with other towns in county and 
state, and hope it will be looked over carefully. 

The repairs on the bridges might have been done at a little less 
expense, but we believe that true economy is to do such things thor- 
oughly, and have tried to work along this line. 

The sidewalk on the bridge at West Swanzey needs quite exten- 
sive repairs, and we would recommend that a new walk be put on, 
as the old walk is not wide enough for two people to walk side by 
side comfortably, and the roof put on the past year, was put on 
wider with this in view. 

Not much change has been noticed in the bridge near. J. S. 
Seayers, but it is hard to estimate just how long such a bridge will 
continue to be considered safe. It was built in 1897 of hemlock 
for the abutments, which made necessary to plank at least twice 
the amount of the span. The abutments are considerably decayed, 
and something will need to be done soon. If thought best by the | 
voters to replace the bridge the present season, we would recommend 
that somet! ing of a more perrancnt nature be used. 

Several reasons have kept us from building the sheds for 
highway tools the present season. It was thought that if the town 
accepted the Whitcomb Hall, that the best place for the shed, for 
that part of the town would be at the rear of the hall. No location 
was decided on for the other shed, and the scarcity of labor was 
quite a factor. 

We are carrying the account over to next year, and hope that 


_ they will be built the coming season. 


We regret that the cemeteries were not kept in as good a con- 
dition as they should have been, but as we all know it has been 
hard to secure labor at any price, and would advise that the same 
amount as last year, be raised for the present season. 

Two years ago the town voted to accept the cemetery trust 
funds for Ellery K. Aldrich and Edgar Ramsdell lots but owing 
to litigation in the estate, those having the matter in charge have 
not been able yet, to forward the money to the town, but hope to 
Gg: so the present season.

While the school system is the most important part of a town’s 
affairs, there is very little new to say from year to year; it is.a 
question of working persistently along the same lines day after 
day,—trying to help make worth-while men and women of our boys 
and girls. That we are somewhat successful is shown by the gooe 
records our graduates hold in the higher schools or in their chosen 
occupations. 

In our superintendent’s report there seems to be too many 
eases of absence and tardiness. The epidemics of mumps, measles 
and whooping cough during the last two years accounts for the 
absent children but is there any excuse for 232 tardy marks? One 
of the largest items of our state aid income for the schoels depends 
upon the average attendance of pupils. 

During the past two years we have had the Swanzey Factory 
and Cutler schools painted and now ask for an appropriation to 
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paint the East Swanzey school- house. We also ask if it is your de- 
sire to appropriate $100 to reingure all school buildings except the 
Cutler school. The insurance on the Cutler school does not Sous 
for two years. ) 
The high cost of living has affected school supples and labor 
as well as everything else. We find that fuel, supphes of all kinds 
and janitors are increasingly difficult to get and more expensive. ‘The 
end of the fiscal year finds us barely square on the books. To those 
people who are meeting these problems every day in their own 
homes and business no excuses or explanations are necessary.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


“To the Board of Education, Swanzey, N. H. 


I hereby submit for your consideration my fifth annual re- 
port of the Swanzey public schools. 

Last year the Department of Public Instruction assisted by 
teachers and supervisors from the state normal schools revised the 
state program of studies. Since my last report this revised state 


program has been placed in the hands of the teachers. This pro- 


gram is based on the so-called “six-and-six” plan. That is to say 
the outline of work has been ‘rearranged »so as to make possible a 
readjustment of the twelve years of. school work so that instead of 
an eight years’ elementary course and four years of high school 
work, we shall have an elementary course of six years and a high 
school course of six vears, the seventh and eighth grades being 
designated as the Junior High School. This plan'‘is based on the 
psychological fact that at, or about, the age of twelve a marked 
change takes place in a child’s mental attitude, bringing a more 
independent outlook upon life and requiring a broadening of the — 
material of instruction. Three curricula are offered for grades VII 
and VIII. We have adopted one of them. 

An excellent spirit pervades our schools. This influence, in- 
definable and intangible, but yet real and vital, gives confidence 
and courage to all the workers. Under such conditions the teachers 
respond with greater cheerfulness and with more faithful and effi- 
cient service, and the pupils respond with better conduct, better 
effort and better achievement. Such a school spirit is of more value 
than any improvement in methods of instruction or any revision 
of courses of study, and makes of the schoolroom a happy, yet 


busy place. ‘i 


__ Many of our teachers have shown their professional ambition 
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by devoting considerable time and thought to professional improve- 
ment. Five of our teachers attended the summer course at the 
Keene normal school. The teachers are unanimous in the asser- 
tion that the courses there offered were exceedingly practical and 
helpful. 

Twenty-one pupils were graduated in June from és various 
efehth grades. Of these, fourteen have entered Keene high school, 
one is in Tilton Seminary, one in New Hampshire State College, 
one has left town, and four are working at gainful occupations. 

It has become necessary to exercise unusual economy in the 
use of supplies, especially paper, as the prices are now about 200% 
higher than a year and a half ago. The sheet of paper may be used 
on both sides, and the entire page filled. While these may seem 
small matters, when the economies of one pupil are multiplied by 
the number of pupils, and this. by. the number of school days in the 
year, a material saving is effected and a valuable lesson of thrift 
is impressed upon our children. 

The year has been one of progress. The teachers have done 
hard, conscientious work. I wish also to commend the good spirit 
shown by the pupils.

_ I should be unjust to myself and the Board if I should close 
this report without expressing our appreciation of the work and 
worth of Miss Laura G. Fitzgerald who last June resigned her 
position here after eight years of efficient service. She possessed in 
a high degree the qualities which make for strength in school 
management. Her instruction was progressive and thorough, and 
_ her power to arouse the interest of her pupils was unusually strong. 
Her forcefulness of character, her tenacity of purpose, her high 
ideals in schoolroom work commended her to the respect of her 
associates. 

Under the auspicies of two of our public spirited citizens, 
through whose generosity music and cash prizes were provided, a 
public speaking contest was held on the ninth of June at the town 
hall. Ten contestants consisting of pupils selected from the sev- 
eral schools of the town entered the lists. The prizes were awarded 
by three judges selected from the officials of the Keene normal 
school. The prize winners were as follows: 

First prizes: Violet Averill and Norris Emery; Second prizes: 
Alice Kempton and Paul Talbot. 

A large number of citizens evidenced their interest in the con- 
test by attendance upon the exercises. 

The school data for the year ending July 15, 1916, is found 
to be as follows: 

Number of pupils registered, 266; average membership, 215; 
average attendance, 198; per cent of attendance, 92.
